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1, Upon the completion of the railroad line Dolhaaca-Harlau, Soviet troops coming 
from the direction of Chernovtsy on 3 June 1953 were taken through Podul-Iloaei 
to Iasi Triaj, where they were assembled with Soviet troops coming from the 
direction of Ungieni, and after reclassification taken to Tecuci-Marasesti, 

2, Iasi Triaj has thus become an assembly point and reinforcement station. The 
Moldova Hotel has been taken over as a residence for Soviet officers. In the 
park 200 meters north of the station a barracks complex of 18 buildings- 45 x 
15 meters, has been built. 


3» The troops passing through Iasi Triaj down to 9 June 1953 were made up in groups 
of 300 to 350 men, belonging to the age groups 22 to 25. They were well nourished 
and well-equipped. 
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A troop transport going in the direction of Tecuci was observed on 7 June 1953, 
It consisted of 32 personnel cars (20-ton Rumanian freight cars rebuilt as troop 
carriers and capable of carrying 40 men) \ two of ficers 1 cars (Rumanian passenger 
cars of the Aa series); and on e kitchen car.
